.Hows the devil to open shops around its 
louses of xvorship, that lure more persons 
o ruin than good men save ? But xve 
aid to that sceptic : 'The church is not 
sham. The trouble is that the mem- 
ers of these churches do not use the le- 
al measures that Providence has pro- 
ided, erroneously believing that Chris- 
:an men should confine their labors to 
IB 'moral,' and failing to see that the 
upprcssion of all such sources of vice 
nd crime is eminently a moral work. 
11 these places of vicious resort exist in 


defiance of indispensable laxvs; and let 
the members of these five churches dis- 
charge their whole duty as Christian citi- 
zens, supporting government as xvell as 
the church, which is their bounden duty, 
and all these dens of shame could lie 
closed in a single xveek, and such a pub- 
lic sentiment created against them as to 
render the re-opening of them highly im- 
probable.'

seemed to have been hitherto inadequate- 
ly supplied with rations, and to whom the 
nightly addition to their present emolu- 
ment may have been of some little serv- 
ice.

—Near Armsteg, on the line of the St. 


Gothurd railway, excavations for the road 
have laid bare a so-called glacier garden, 
containing a series of "giants' kettles," 
or lai ge holes made in the rock by hy- 
draulic or glacier action.

their cause. Ex-Congressman Frye, State 
Attorney of Maine for ten years, said of 
the prohibitory law; 'It has gradually cre- 
ated a public sentiment against both sell- 
ing and drinking, so that the large major- 
ity of moderate, respectable 
drinkers 


have become abstainers.' He adds: 'No 
laxx- xvill enforce itself, but, if enforced, 
its tendency is to create public senti- 
ment.' 


"5. The Reform Clubs of Massachu- 


setts and Connecticut, commenced on the 
moral suasion plan, noxv heartily support 
prohibition. 


"Thus every mere moral suasion effort 


has demonstrated its weakness xvithout the 
aid of 
laxv. The reason is obvious. 


With the necessaries of life, the demand 
creates the supply. But with the luxu- 
ries of life, the rule is reversed—the 
supply creates the demand. A load of 
melons carried into a village creates a 
demand for them. A load of rum cre- 
ates a demand for it. The rum-shop that 
does a small business this year does a 
larger one next year, because old custom- 
ers drink more liquor the second year 
than they did the first, and new custom- 1 
ers are added. Hence, prohibitory legis- 
lation is necessary to cut off the supply, 
the traffic. 
AH the moral suasion possi- 


ble can not remove the demand so long 
as the supply continues; and law only can 
stop the supply. 


"Some one says- 'Say nothing about 


prohibition or laxv until by moral suasion 
you have educated public sentiment so 
that laxv will be enforced.' Absurd! Ed- 
ucate the public mind to enforce law by 
saying nothing about laxv! Educate men 
to adopt and enforce prohibition by say- 
ing nothing to them by prohibition! As 
well educate public sentiment to defend 
liberty by saying nothing about liberty! 


Law educates downxvards as xvell as up- 


xvards. Public temperance sentiment is 
much weaker in the license than is is in 
the prohibitory States. More intoxicat- 
ing liquors are sold per capita in license 
than in prohibitory States, proving that 
public sentiment is more demoralized. 
The report of Commissioner Wells for 
the year ending June 30, 1867, shoxvs 
that the three prohibitory States of Mass- 
achussetts, Maine and Vermont, xvith a 
population of 2,250,000, sold less than 
one-third as much intoxicating liquors as 
the four license States of New Jersey, 
Rhode Island, Maryland and Wisconsin, 
though the population of these latter 
States was 25,000 less. California sold 


xve have no law? Shall government be 
ignored? 
Not as long as xve have a 


church that believes government is a di- 
vine institution. Let unbelievers do as 
they may, Christians are bound, both bx 
belief and covenant, to support the ruljr 
who 'is a minister of God, a revenger to 
execute xvrath upjn him that doeth evil, 
whatever the evil is that curses society. 
It is their duty to vote as really as it is to 
pray; to go to the political meeting and 
ballot-box as really as to church; to ren- 
der 'unto Ciesar the things that are Cae- 
sar's' as really as 
that are God's: 'unto God the things 


aud one is 'moral' as 


thirteen times more than Maine, and six 
times more than Massachusetts per capi- 
ta. 
Even in isolated places the suppres- 


sion of the traffic insures an elevated pub- 
lic sentiment, as in Vineland, New Jer- 
sey. Though the State has a license law, 
by special legislative act the voters of 
Vineland are allowed to prohibit the 
traffic. 
It is ten years since the town 


xx-as incorporated, and under this wise 
provision it has grown to a city of more 
than 11,000 inhabitants, without police 
or police court, jail, house of correction, 
alms-house, or lock-up. 
Moral and legal 


suasion combined have nurtured a public 
sentiment that is irrepressible against the 
curse. 
The result is similar in Bess- 


brook, Ireland. 
Though 3,000 Irish 


xvorkmen are employed in the mills, there 
is no poor-house, jail, or constable needed, 
because the proprietor prohibits the sale 
of intoxicating drinks, Jn Great Britain, 


truly as the other. Our Christian obliga- 
tions embrace our political duties. AVe 
have no duties to discharge that are not 
covered by our Christian responsibilities. 
Hence, it becomes as really a Christian 
duty to make and enforce laws for the 
suppression of liquor shops as to persuade 
men to sign a pledge of total abstinence. 
Indeed, all experience shows that the lat- 
ter can not remove intemperance or 
greatly circumscribe its deadly influence 
without the former. 


"It is said that a good temperance law 


partially enforced demoralizes public sen- 
timent. It is not so. A good law par- 
tially enforced nurtures a better public 
sentiment than a bad law enforced. 
It is 


better to have laws to suppress lotteries, 
gaming, the sale of vicious literature, and 
kindred evils, though they are not well 
enforced, than to have no laws, or laxvs 
that license such offences. A law that 
prohibits the sale of intoxicating liquors 
nurtures a healthier public sentiment, 
though it be not thoroughly enforced, 
than a license law does. The latter de- 
moralizes public sentiment by legalizing 
tha traffic and making it respectable. The 
former is the embodiment of the moral 
and Christian sentiment of the commun- 
ity, xrhich, in itself, becomes a moral 
breakwater against which the tide of op- 
position spends its force. The laws that 
once sustained slavery in our land demor- 
alized public sentiment, so .hat pro-slav- 
ery men and women were found in large 
numbers even at the North; but since 
those laxvs xvere abolished, and laws sup- 
porting liberty have taken their place, it 
is difficult to find pro-slavery men and 
women north of Mason's and Dixon's line, 
so improved is public sentiment. 


'•The foregoing exposes the folly of at- 


tempting to run temperance societies on 
the basis of moral suasion alone. It creates 
the impression that a class of temperance 
men repudiate law as an ally, and this 
secures the approbation of the rumsellers 
and their friends, whose approval is evi- 
dence that the method is wrong; it affords 
a refuge for a class of persons who want 
the reputation of being temperance men 
without the practice; and it drags out of 
the dead past to the notice of the uniniti- 
ated an exploded method of dealing with 
intemperance, thus embarrassing instead 
of advancing our cause." 


—It is an old English superstition that

xvhen running at high speeds on curves 
the outer rail has to be raised. On a curve 
of three degrees radius the superelevation 
required on a guage of fifty-six inches, 
while less than five inches at fifty miles 
an hour, would have to be sixteen inches 
at ninety miles per hour. On the Penn- 
sylvania road the super-elevation is one 
inch for each degree of curvature up to 
five inches, which is the limit. The speed 
must be reduced beyond that to corres- 
pond xvith the 'curve. This is one of the 
limitations put upon high speeds on exist- 
ing roadways. Mr. Le Van considered 
others at great length, and summed up by 
saying that, after a careful study of the 
subject, he was satisfied that a paying 
road could be built to run in a straight 
line between New York and Philadelphia, 
reducing the distance about ten miles, 
and enabling trains to run through in 
sixty minutes.

der to use them

of the ring. Soon the dagger or plug 
bayonet was so secured to tlie outside of 
the barrel that the firelocks could be 
loaded and discharged although bayonets 
xvere fixed.

What the 
reorganization of the party will bring in 
the way of reconciling these differences 
is what no man knows, and is past finding 


out. 


The subject of Free Trade and the re- 


vision of tbe Tariff laws is also one of 
the subjects which will have to be 
handled with care in the reorganization 
of the party. A large portion of the 
Democracy are strongly biased in favor 
of tbe Free Trade heresy, and to aban- 
don in the slightest degree that doctrine, 
will create much dissatisfaction in their 
rank*.

They have denounced it as subversive of 
Republican institutions, but yet the fact 
remains that it is the best devised system 
ever presented and accepted by the Amer- 
ican people. To further fight it seems 
like wasting ammunition. The people 
are well satisfied with the National banks. 
They do not want to return to the days of 
wild-cat money and irresponsible issues 
of bankrupt concerns, and as the Democ- 
racy can offer nothing better in lieu 
thereof, the National Bank system will 
be upheld by the great mass of the peo- 
ple of the United States. 


It will thus he seen that the labors of 


the Democracy in re-organizing their 
party and putting before tbe public a set 
of principles which will meet with gen- 
eral approval is a herculean one, and if 
accomplished they will certainly obtain 
the credit they deserve.

JOHNNY CAKE-—One pint part sour 


and part weet milk, one large coffee- 
cup me tv, eet Indian meal, one table- 
ipoonfii] of Hour, one Ublespoonful of 
sugar, one cge, one teupoonful uleratu*. 
Beat thortiughly and bake in a sponge- 
cake tin an hour. 


A BREAKFAST Pun.—Put in a stew- 


pan three tablespoonfuls of cream or 
milk, a little grated tongue of beef, pep- 
per and salt. When quite hot put in 
four eggs well beaten; stir all the time 
until die mixture becomes quite thick. 
Have read} a slice of bread toasted and I 
buttered, spread the mixture on the 
toast, and scad it to the table rery hot.

The doc- 
tor treated them all for weakness, but 
with little effect, until the smoking was 
diteontinued, when health and strength 
wen soon restored. 


A RAT Tii IT LOVES TOBACCO.—It is 


• well known fact that rats and mice, in 
addition to their proverbial slyness, fall 
into astonishingly disagreeable habits 
when their eurroundlngs are such as to 
tempt them to depart from the temper- 
ate course cliaracteristic of rodent life.
